I don't suppose it would be possible for any 

L. ae distinction to go to America 
t being drawn intosgossiping about 
his contemporaries. r. Herbort Spencer, 
Matthew Arnold, and Lord Coleridge were a 
good deal interviewed, but they wero not 
. They talked more about lav 
and literature, manners and customs, and 
their impressions of America than personal 
Sir Edwin Arnold is a journalist, 
with all the quick instincts of his class. In 
America he stands higher as a poet than he 
does at home. How, therefore, could be help 
talking about Lor! Tennyson? I don't be- 
lieve the Laureate has authorised any one to 
say he objected to what Sir Edwin had said 
of him. As tho 1 remarks, “the ques- 
tion personal gossip is ono of taste." 
Personality forms nine-tenths of the legiti- 
mate interest of biography, and it would be ab- 
gurd for anyintelligent admirer of Lord Tonny- 
son to pretend that he does not like to hear 
of his fondness for reading“ Maud” aloud and 
his delight in novels and so on.
